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THE TWILIGHT OF THE SPIES

Paris, 9 October 1959 

Until the arrival in Washington of Mr. K., Allen Dulles, the 
Director of CIA (Central Intelligence Agency), was the most feared 
and most listened -to man in the capital. People spoke in whispers 
about the invisible army of secret agents who day and night and in 
manifold disguises opened steelplate doors, broke into the most care- 
fully guarded safes, and solved the toughest enigmas. 

For the past 3 weeks, the omnipresence of CIA has become the 
object of boisterous jokes, and Mr. Dulles can no longer show himself 
in public without being taunted by his former associates: "How about 
your double agents? -- And your secret codes? — Do you have any news 
from Ms scow?" 

"Your Agents ? We are Paying Them" 

CIA's tragicomedy started the very day Mr. K. arrived in the US. 
When he was introduced to Mr. Allen Dulles, the Soviet Premier told 
him: "I know your secret agents; they are practically always our 
agents, too. They fabricate reports and get paid twice, by Washington 
and Moscow. We ought to have a better understanding in order to pay 
less for this material." 

Mr. Dulles considered this joke in doubtful taste and refrained 
from answering. 
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However, last week, Mr. Carter, President of Republic Studios 
in Hollywood, made some embarrassing elaborations on this subject. 

He said: "Since I was born in Rostov on the Don River and speak 
Russian, I was asked to escort Mr. K. in Los Angeles. I was in the 
official car between Mr. K. and Mr. Cabot Lodge. 

'What a joke this secret service of yours is', said Mr. K., 

'Mr. Dulles' agents regularly sell us your codes and secret ciphers. 

We know everything. Do you want me to tell you, for example, of the 
Top Secret note which the State Department sent to Hehru encouraging 
him to resist China?' 

Where the US Pays the Soviet Agents 
'Mr. Cabot Lodge was skeptical. 

" -Would you like a copy?' Mr. K. persisted, -I shall be glad to 
give you one, together with a complete list of your informants in Cen- 
tral Europe. I arranged to have some sensational reports sent to you, 
and I made you pay me money. Some day I will have to repay you for 
this.' " 

A verification of the facts undertaken by Mr. Dulles brought sad- 
defcihg results: CIA had no reliable agents in Europe, in Africa, or in 
Asia. All of them moved in pro-Soviet circles and could be suspected 
of being double agents. 

"This is the twilight of the spies," sighs Mr. Dulles. His only 
consolation is that the illustrious British Intelligence Service has 
no more luck with the Soviet Russians than has CIA.
